USA Standard 216.1, American Standard Method of Recording and 
Measuring Work Injury Exqperience as delineated herein for the 
purpose of ascertaining Federal civilian employee injury 

; experience. Specifically, all sections of code are applicable 

— except those pertaining to severity and severity rates, and 

‘ nonstandard measures. 


B. Sections relating to severity and nonstandard measures contained 
in the USA Standard 216.1 may be used optionally. 


C. Use of. USA Standard 216.1 will commence January 1, 1968 or as 
soon thereafter as feasible but not later than July 1, 1968.
